SOILS, MANURES.

No one can form any correal estimate of
the capabilities of a given soil Tor tbe bus
tenance of a given population, without be
coming acquainted with the philosophy of
manures.

Fertilizing atoms are matter and as
such are inJeitructable. They may bo
drawn from the earth, and incorporated in
a plant, and removed from their original
location, and in the decompoition of the
plant returned to the eaith again. If Ihey
have been removed from the farm on which
they were organized into plants, their re-

moval impoverishes that, and enriches the
soil on which they are consumed.

The soil, naturally, does not contain one
part, in a thousand, of the atoms, in an

condition which nature requires
in forming a plant. Tins is an important
fact that every farmer should know how
small a number of atoms the soil contains
available lor the growth of plants, and the
necessity, of course, of husbanding them
most economically. A change in this mil-
ter, or atoms, forms plants a change in
the plants form manure, or fertilizing

By the decomposition of the plant,
tbe fertilizing atoms are returned to the
arth, to be again employed in producing

another plaut; and thus an endless cycle of
production and decay is constantly going
on. Not a particle of matter is created,
scd none lost.

Thus, an atom of potash that aids in or-

ganizing the elements of water and carbon
into starch, in a kernel of corn, this year,
may by the return of the elements of that
kernel to the earth, is the form of manure,
perform of manure, perform a similar func-

tion every season for a thousand years;
and in all its changes and combinations, it
remains an atom of potash, and will in

so as loner as matter exists. If this
kernel of corn is sold, and removed from
the farm, the soil loses the atom of potash,

nd is that much poorer for the pioduction
of another crop of corn.

By attention to this fact, (that the atoms
of fertilizing matter drawn Irom the eat In,
must be returned to it again.) the farmers
of England have raised the average crop
of wheat from sixteen to thtrtytwo busb
els an acre. Where tliey have been re-

moved by the sale of the crop, or lost by
bad husbandry, they must be restored by
guano, or other foreign substance.

Onlv one tenth of the dry, solid matter
of a plant is drawn from the earth the
rest is drawn from the atmosphere. Ma-

nure enable a plant to draw more ailment
from the atmosphere and the earth, than it
could without such aid. This is tho rea-

son why olover, pens, and many other
plants, are called renovating crops. They
do not create a particle of new matter, but
only combine, in their own organization,
sunlight, beat, water, atmospherio air, gass
es, and minerals. These rotting, or con-

sumed as food, will lestore to the land, not
only what is drawn from it, but also gives
to it sunshine, heat, water, carbonic acid,
and other gases drawn from the atmos-pher-

Th this way, ten of corn, fed to
(atoning hogs, cattle, or theep, if all the
solid and tiauid manure is saved, and ad-

ded to the stalks and cobs on which it

trrew. will erodes twonto bushels. But to

da this, all the'Jiquid, as well as the solid
manure, must be saved, and judiciously

pplied.
It is on this principle, that one hundred

pounds of bird-dun- g guano will produoe
three hundred ot wheat, and five
hundred pounds of oorn. Gypsum con-

tains but about eighteen and a half per
cent, of pure sulphur; but it enables tho
olover plant to extraot twice that amount
from the earth, by extending its roots into
the subsoil. )

The philosophy of manuring thus be
comes an important branoh of agricultural
learning; and a farmer can feed ten times
as many people on his fprm, as he can off
as in the export of the food abroad, his
loses the fertilizing atoms that were drawn
from It in; the growth of the plants;

On a larger scale: No Slate, or country,
that exports largely the material for bread-stuf- fs

sod provisions; oan long support its
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inhabitants, but must Boon expjrt them to
tne country it hut enriched by the export
of its fertilizing atom in tbe shape of food.
Thus Ireland, for ten year- prior to 1846,
exported more bushels of grain than all
the United States. Her lands became ex-
hausted the potato was iraperfeot the
rot followed famine ensued and thou-
sands perished with hunger.

Virginia, besides sending. abroad the vi-

tal blood of her soil, in the tobacco keg,
sends annually a million bushels of corn to

farmers. If she fed this to hocrs. and cat
tie, and exported the meat, the manure ed

from the grain woulJ re
plenish her exhausted fields, and fit them
lor grain instead of broom-gras-

No nation so much neglect their soil as
Americans. They seem to think that Na-

ture will farm suty or eighty bushels of
corn, and thirty bushels of wheat to the
acre, from nothing. The result is, Vir-
ginians, that are soarcely near enough to
eaoh other to make good neighbors, are
obliged to abandon the soil that will cot
support them. If her population, to the
square mile, was as great as that of Bel-

gium, she would have twenty-tw- o millions
of inhabitants a number about equal to
that of the whole United States.

Massachusetts, with a population of on-

ly 126 to tho square mile, is seeking a
place iu Central A i erica in which to store
them, and lias to procure her food from
the other States; whita Belgium, with a
population of 336 to the square mile, feeds
them all, and exports large quantities of
pork, mutton, butter, cheese, and some
grain, and over 900,000 head of cattl , an-

nually. This is dons by her system of til-

lage and manuring. She exseodsall oth
er uniiuns in mailing ana apptping ma
nures. 1 be farmers pay $10 a year for
tbe liquid excretions of a single cow.

The more fat cattle, fat sheep and hogs
s farmer keeps, if he saves the manure, the
more grain he can raise as they return in
the manure, the fertilizing atoms taken
from the earth and thus become the man
ufaoturers of manure, that cannot be dis
pensed with, for that purpose, till populn
tion becomes so dense that there is but
half an acre to enoh person. After that.
man will furnish the fertilizing atoms for
which we are now indebted to the bruto
creatioH.

AT A

THAYER MEETIXG.
If ever, since Paul traveled the road to

Damascus, the direct voice of Heaveu aud
ibly called sinners to lepentance, that voice
may be heard at the Union Prayer Meet- -

ng now being held in Jayne a flail in
Chestnut street. Our reporter again vis
ited tho Hall on vesterdav, and found that
so far from diminishing, the interest is in- -

reaiing; and that too, without any excite
ment, any ranting or any of those boister
ous demonstrations of penitence or rejoio- -

ng which we sometimes find during revi
val seasons, among the illiterate and unen- -

ghtened.
Before going further, however, it may

be news to a good many if we show how
this prayer meeting was first organized.
it was originated by a young man, under

wentv-on- e years of age, but a very Tim- -

ethy in point of zeal for the service of his
Divine Waster. Tins youth was in New
York at the time when the first "Business
men's Prayer Meeting" was opened. He
thought that, as good had resulted there, a
similar movement in F hiladelphia might
also share God's blessing, and he instru-
mental in the conversion of many souls.

Having succeeded in interesting several
other persons, they applied to the trustees
of the Central Methodist Church, corner
of Fourth and Arch streets, for the use of
the meeting house. Their wish was cheer
fully gratified, and the meetings were con
ducted every day at noon, the attendance
averaging only from twenty to thirty per
sons never higher than tbirty-six- . Ihe
meeting was commenced on .November
23d. The pastor of the church feeling,
perhaps, that he ought to have been con
suited in the matter a fact which the
young men had overlooked objected af
ter a time to the further use of the church,
when application was made to Dr. Jayne
for the ante-roo- to his spacious hall.
Dr. J. being a Christian man, complied in
stantly with the request, and on February
31, the first meeting was there held. The
dews of Heaven, in answer to earnest sup
plication of the participants, fell upon the
meeting, and the interest gradually increas-
ed, U'jlil now not less than six thousand
persons each day spend from Gve to sixty
minutes eaoh at the hour of exercises in
this Union Meeting.

The scenes of the occasion yesterday
were and impressive. The
congregation was the largest we have yet
9een there, while the exercises were even
more spiritual in their character than be-

fore. The audience comprised mainly
business men, clerks and ladies. Many of
the latter appeared to have stepped in
from motives of curiosity, as they carried
bundles the probable results of a shop
ping tour. Yet in the whole vast audience
ws did not witness the smallest demonstra-
tion of levity or thoughtlessness after the
brief but solemn opening prayer had been
ma!e.

The prayer closed, two verses o' a hymn
were sung to an old but familiar Methodist
tune, such as we have not heard before
since our childhood. The hymn was this:

Rock of ages, cleft for me,
Lot me hide myself In thoet
Lot the water and the blood
From thy aide a healing flood, dec.

The effect of thii simple harmony, 8 well
ling from the uplifted vo ces of three thou
sand earnest people, was electrical, and
utterly beggarded the meretricious, and
semi operatic music that has so lamentably
displaced congregational singing in many
modern churches.

The leader then said that he wished it
distinctly understood, that U there were
any persons present who desired like blind
Bartimeus to receive their sight, if they
would signify it by holding up their hands
they would bo praydd for by the oongre
gallon. About twenty persons that we
could see responded by elevating their
right hands. Several of these were ladies,
two of whom our reporter saw giggling as
they entered the hall just in advance of
him. They bad parcels in their hands at
the time, and apparently came to the place
"to laugh," although they remained to
pray. The prayer ilut followed we do
not know who offered it was a most fer
vent supplication; lifting np the penitents
upon llio arms ol love and lailli to meet
the descending blessing. It was a prayer
coached in language at once earnest and
simple just such language as a guilty man
should use when addressing his Creator,
and not tin language ot a prizo essav or
high sounding oration as we find many
prayers.

Tho 216th hymn followed, beginning
Plunged In a gulf of dark despair,

We wretched sinners Jny,

Without one cheerful gleam of hope,
Or spark of glimmering day.

Alternate prayer and exhortation follow
ing until one o clock. As soon as a speak
er had taken up the allotted five minutes,
s bell was struck as a signal to cease, such
being the rule of the meeting. At its close
it was announced that if any person de
sued special instruction or counsel, any
minister present would reoeive and con
verse with such persons in the area behind
the platform. Some forty or fifty person
acted accordingly.
